It is a pleasure for me to greet the 
Loyola College Alumni at this time, 
and to testify to my reassurance at the 
progress of the Association, I am very 
much aware of the fine spirit of co- 
operation among the members them- 
selves and the devotion they show to 
their Alma Mater.

It is in- 
teresting to note that firms which had 
to be contacted six years ago and con- 
vinced that a visit to Loyola might 
prove profitable to them personnel wise, 
are today calling Father Moylan to 
make sure that they will be included 
among the companies which will have a 
day at Loyola for interviewing students. 


A Plea For Help 


“But”, says Father Moylan, “our 
work in developing the Placement Bu- 
reau is by no meang over. We are 
constantly trying to expand our field 
of contacts and I fee] that many of our 
Alumni are in a position to know or 
hear about jobs which are open.” If 
our members hear about these openings 
or are working presently in the field of 
personnel, Father Moylan would be very 
interested in talking to you and you, 
in turn, would help, in a very sub- 
stantial way, a fellow Loyolan.

LOYOLA JOINS AAC 


In one of the most progressive steps 
in its history, the Loyola Alumni Asso- 
ciation recently made application for 
membership in the American Alumni 
Council. In due course, the Council, 
which has headquarters in Washington, 
D.C., advised that we had been elected 
to membership. 

The American Alumni Council is an 
educational Association specializing in 
services in the field of Alumni Rela- 
tons and educational fund raising. Its 
major aim and purpose is ‘‘to mobilize 
behind education the full strength of 
organized alumni suport in all its spi- 
ritual, moral and practical manifesta- 
tions. Membership in the Council is 
open to universities and colleges whose 
purposes and activities contribute to 
the advancement of higher education. 
As of December 1, 1957, there were 
854 institutions enrolled in member- 
ship in the Council, represented by 
nearly 1700 men and women. 

At the General Conference held in 
Washington in 1953, the Council cele- 
brated its fortieth anniversary. Last 
month, at Lake Placid, N.Y., it held its 
forty-third General Conference at 
which over 1000 delegates from Col- 
leges and Universities throughout the 
U.S.A., Canada, Mexico and Hawaii 
gathered together to hear and discuss 
problems common to alumni adminis- 
trartors everywhere. Delegate from 
Loyola Alumni was Kenneth F. Cassidy, 
Executive Secretary of the Association. 

Prior to the AAC convention Mr. Cas- 
sidy attended the National Conference 
of Jesuit Alumni Administrators which 
was also attended by Very Reverend 
Gerald F. Lahey, S.J., Rector and by 
Reverend C. N. Rushman S.J. Eexecu- 
tive Assistant to the Rector. Here the 
delegates had the opportunity of meet- 
ing formally and informally with alum- 
ni administrators from Jesuit Colleges 
throughout the United States, includ- 
ing the long list of Loyolas. Loyola, 
Montreal, was the only Canadian Jesuit 
College represented.
